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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to patent application S/N: 09/340,776. Claims 1-7 are 
pending in this official action. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. However, the printed application number in the submitted 
paper does not match with the number as in the Declaration. Correction is required 

Drawings 

2. The formal drawing, filed on Aug. 16, 1999 have been received and entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Aleksic et al., 
Patent no. 5,995,736. 

As per claim 1, Aleksic anticipated method and system for simulating integrated circuit 
including ASIC design or application specific processor (ASP) identical to the claimed invention 
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(Abstract). According to Aleksic, the simulation method includes steps of defining functional 
model for the processor and peripheral (col. 4, line 1-53), generating interface function file for 
each peripheral which defines the communication of the peripheral with the processor, simulating 
in the high level language as part of the functional model an application executable by the CPU 
and operation of the set of peripheral devices, including for a predetermined simulation phase, test 
function files, and operation of the set of peripheral devices, outputting the state of the application 
and the state of the peripherals to the modeling file for converting the modeling file in L . high 
level programming language to a language executable by the simulation system (Figs. 2-4, col. 4, 
lines 48-65, col. 5, lines 18-31, col. 6, lines 15-35, cols. 7-8), and simulating the application 
specific integrated circuit. 

As per claim 2, Aleksic anticipated environment stimuli for peripherals. 

As per claim 3, Aleksic anticipated programming language being used to program 
simulation program which would include C as claimed. 

As per claim 4, Aleksic anticipated description language (38) for functional sis* ' ntion 
such as HDL as known for those skilled in the art (col. 2, lines 45-56). 

As per claim 5, Aleksic anticipated a plurality of processors or microprocessor in broad 
sense to carry out ASIC design simulation (col. 1, "Background of the Invention"). 

As per claim 6, claim 6 is directed to system for performing steps of method claim 1 
above, and Aleksic also anticipated system including processor means as claimed for performing 
steps of simulating a functional model (col. 2, lines 45-56, col. 5, lines 18-31), means for 
converting result of hdl functional model simulation into a simulation language such as C/C++, for 
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instance (col. 5, line 8 to col. 6, line 6, line 56) and means for simulating the circuit design at 
circuit level for subsequent simulation phase (col. 5, lines 37-54, col. 7, lines 40-60, col. 8, lines 
8-60). Claim 6 is thus rejected in like manner. 

As per claim 7, Aleksic anticipated computer program including modeling file as claimed 
for performing steps as in method claims 1 and 6 above; therefore, claim 7 is also rejected in like 
manner. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 01/30/2002 have been fully considered but they are moot in 
view of a new ground of rejection. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
